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Nixon To 
Speak On 
Energy Crisis

WASHINGTON

— 
President Nixon said today he 
would “lay out our program’1 
for dealing with energy short­ 
ages in a radio speech to the 
nation Saturday. 
Nixon announced his plans as 
he called 
in the 
two top 
Republican leaders in Congress, 
Sen. Hugh Scott, 
Pa., and Rep. 
John J. Rhodes, Ariz., 
for 
separate sessions on legislative 
strategy after Congress begins 
its 1974 session Monday. The 
President’s State of the Union 
speech to Congress is set for 
Jan. 29. 
The President told Scott at 
the start of their meeting that 
he would 
go on 
the air 
sometime between 10 a.m. and 
noon EOT Saturday. He said he 
had worked on the speech 
“until late last night” and that 
the speech will “lay out what 
our program is” on energy. 
While newsmen were in his 
office briefly for the start of the 
meeting w'ith Scott, Nixon also 
disclosed he plans to invite 
congressional leaders Monday 
morning to the White House to 
hear Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger report on his 
Middle East peace mission. 
The President and Scott said 
they 
thought 
the 
Monday 
meeting also would take in 
'discussions of energy, particu­ 
larly the outlook for new 
legislation. 
Scott told Nixon that both 
Rhodes and himself felt it 
would be helpful for the 
President to meet w'th both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
congressional leaders for a 
discussion of the energy situa­ 
tion and the prospect for 
action on emergency energy 
legislation that became staled 
before a congressional .recess 
began Dec. 21. 
Nixon observed that 
the 
House and Senate had passed 
widely differing versions of an 
energy bill and said that he felt 
the two chambers were “awful­ 
ly far apart.” 
He said he hoped they could 
agree on a bare bones bill and 
indicated that he might provide 
congressional leaders with a 
“priority list” of items he 
wanted in the legislation. 
“You people have got to 
agree,” Nixon told Scott. 
“That’s why we w 3 o t tite 
meeting,1’ Scott replied.

New Lines Drawn In Mideast Agreement 
Israeli and Egyptian military commanders, 
signed an historic agreement today separat­ 
ing their armies along the Suez Canal cease­ 
fire lines. The signing took place at Kilo­ 
meter 101, the UN checkpoint, in the Sinai 
Desert near the Suez. The agreement calls 
for Israeli troops to pull back into the barren 
Sinai 20 miles east of the Canal to the rocky 
Mitla and. Giddi Passes. Egyptian forces on. 


the east bank, the 2nd Army in the north, and 
the trapped 3rd Army to the south then 
would be thinned out. Under the accord, 
Israeli forces would evacuate the 560 square 
miles of Egyptian territory on the west, bank 
of the Canal seized during the final days of 
the last Middle East war. A UN peace-keep­ 
ing force will occupy a corridor between the 
two opposing armies in the Sinai.

Summary Of News Throughout World 
By United Press International 
KILOMETER 101, Israeli- 
occupied Egypt (UPI) — Israeli 
and Egyptian generals met in 
the desert today and signed an 
agreement to separate their 
armies along the cease-fire 
lines near the Suez Canal. 
President Nixon told report­ 
ers that the pact, announced 
simultaneously Thursday in 
Washington, Jerusalem and 
Cairo, was “the first significant 
step toward a permanent peace 
in the Mideast.” He gave 
Secretary 
of

Henry 
Kissinger a large part of the 
credit for it. 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir said “many women, 
children and parents in Israel 
will soon see their dear ones 
returning from service in the 
army.” 


WASHINGTON iUPI) - A 
federal energy official Thurs­ 
day said sources of embargoed 
oil that had been leaking into 
the United States despite the 
Arab boycott have dried up. 
He said the latest agency 
statistics show the “Arab oil 
embargo is fully effective,” but 
he hoped the Arab-Israeli 
agreement on troop withdraw­ 
als would lead to a relaxation 
of the oil restrictions. 
U.S. oil imports dropped to 
about 4 9 million barrels a day 
in the week ending Jan.. II, he 
said, compared to 5.6 million 
barrels a day imported the 
previous week.

Pact Signed By Israel, 
Egypt; Syria To Be Next?

The United States and its 
Western allies heralded today’s 
signing of an Israeli-Egyptian 
accord on disengagement of 
troops as an important first 
step toward lasting peace in the 
Middle East. 
President Nixon, in announc­ 
ing 
the 
agreement 
in 
a 
nationwide b r o a d c a s t from 
Washington Thursday, said the 
accord was a step “that paves 
the way to other steps” toward 
a permanent peace. 
“I personally shall see that 
all negotiations, any efforts that 
can lead to that permanent 
peace ...will have the full and. 
complete support of the. govern­ 
ment of the United States,” he 
said. 
Vice President Gerald R. 
Ford predicted the agreement 
would 
end 
the 
Arab 
oil 
embargo 
and 
said 
accord 
between Israel and Egypt “will 
go down in history as one of the 
greatest diplomatic steps for­ 
ward in the history of the 
world.” 
In Ottawa, Canadian External 
Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp 
called the agreement “very 
good; news” and congratula ted 
Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger for his 
role in 
arranging the accord. 
Norwegian Foreign Minister 
Knut Frydenlund said, “It is a 
first step, but an important, one. 
We hope this will be a basis for 
discussions on broader political 
questions.” 
West German Foreign Minis­ 
try spokesman Ruediger von 
Pachelbel said, “It’s a good 
omen and a favorable step 
towards a general and lasting 
peace.” 
U.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim said in a. statement 
issued in New York he was 
“greatly 
gratified” 
by the 
agreement and “the United 
Nations, and particularly the 
U.N. Emergency Force and the 
Military Observers of UNTST 
(U.N. Truce Supervision Organ­ 
ization) will give all necessary 
assistance and cooperation for 
the 
carrying 
out 
of 
this 
agreement.” 
The Soviet news agency Tass 
reported the Nixon announce­ 
ment without comment one 
hour after it had condemned 
Israel for “armed provocations 
on the cease-fire lines with 
Arab countries.” 
British Foreign Secretary Sir 
Alec Douglas Home welcomed 
the agreement and praised 
Kissinger’s efforts.

Legislative Matters Advancing

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - 
Hills dealing with pornography, 
collective bargaining for public 
employes and grassroots politi­ 
cal campaign funding advanced 
from one chamber to the other 
in the Indiana Legislature 
Thursday. 
The House sent to the Senate 
a bill providing collective bar­ 
gaining rights for public em­ 
ployes, excluding some, includ­ 
ing school teachers who are 
covered by other legislation 
The Senate, by a 49-0 vote, 
advanced an anti pornography 
measure that would replace an 
old law overturned by the 
courts... The Senate, by a 36-13 
vote, also passed a campaign 
reform bill aimed at increasing 
grassroots participation in politi­ 
cal fin a nc ing a c t i v 11 i es.. 
The anti-pornography bill 
deals with sexual conduct in 
films and in live performances, 
and spells out specific viola­ 
tions. using generic terms in 
the language of the bill 
It also deals with materials, 
including books and other print­ 
ed matter. 
“If the material taken as a 
whole lacks serious literary, 
artistic, scientific or political 
value," it would be held to be 
pornographic, the law said The 
reference to “political value,” 
the sponsors said, dealt with 
material that might be of his­ 
torical significance. 
“There is no intent to institute 
a form of censorship,"’ said co­ 
author Sen Robert Gar ton, R- 
Columbus. “There is no idea of 
jeopardizing any library system. 
We hope to create a climate 
of common sense. This is an ex­ 
pression of controlling excess.” 
The bill provides misdemean­ 
or pena .lilies of up to a $10,000 
fine and six months in jail 
The old law was overturned 
on the grounds it was “vague 
and indefinite.,” 
The campaign reform bill 
would allow taxpayers to ear­ 
mark part or all of their stale 


income tax refunds for politico 
contributions. 
It would allow the tax pay ci. 
to designate which, or both 
of the parties would get the 
money. 
Backers of the measure said 
it would encourage greater 
grassroots participation in the 
political arena and thus reduce 
the dangers which co-exist with 
a system of a few, large don­ 
ors. 
The House, in a 77-19 vote, 
authorized a bill setting up a 
system of collective bargaining 
lor public employes. The bill 
would not cover sc hool teachers 
who gained a bargaining law in 
the 1.973 session. 
Previous efforts at passage oi 
a bill covering most public cm 
pi oyes in state government have 
failed. 
The bill passed by the House 
contains a no-strike clause bu 
also allows employes to bargair 
in a. wider range of subject) 
than the teachers were given 
The teachers bill limited man 
datory bargaining to w ages, hours 
a n d wage - re! a t ed m alters.. 
The current bill would also 
include “other terms of cm 
ployment" within the spectrum 
o r m a nda tor y ba rga i n i n g.. 
The bill now goes to the Se­ 
nate 
other bills passed Thursday 
by the Senate: 
— Provide that the Indiana 
School Boards Association mem 
her on the State School Bus 
Committee shall be a voting 
member. At present he is ad­ 
visory only. The vote was 48-0. 
—Changes the grand juror’s 
oath and provides the juror 
would, be liable to a misde­ 
meanor penalty for disclosing 
evidence, testimony, statements 
or votes given during grand 
j ury proceed i ngs, 42-7..

told newsmen shortly after 
arriving from Israel. 
“Our view is that disengage­ 
ment talks with Syria should 
start and the United States will 
work on them with the same 
dedication 
and 
the 
same 
goodwill as it did on disengage­ 
ment 
between 
Egypt 
and 
Israel, and President Sadat has 
strongly urged us to make this 
effort.” 
Newsmen asked Kissinger if 
he expected to shuttle between 
Damascus and Israel the way 
he has shuttled between Aswan 
and Israele for the past week. 
“We will make the same 
effort for Syrian-Israeli talks as 
we made for the Egyptian - 
Israeli talks” Kissinger replied. 
Sadat paid warm tribute to 
President Nixon as he and 
Kissinger chatted with some 50 
newsmen in the garden of the 
government rest house before 
going inside at 1:00 p.m. (7 
a.m. EDT) for their talks and a 
working lunch. 
The Suez agreement was 
signed at 12:25 p.m. (6:25 a.m. 
EDT) by Lt. Gen. David 
Elazar, chief of staff of the 
Israeli army, and by Lt. Gen. 
Mohammed Gmassy, chief of 
the staff of the Egyptian army. 
It was witnessed by Lt. Gen. 
Ensio Siilasvuo, commander of 
the U.N. Emergency Force, 
making it a U.N. document. 
“The future will tell if this is 
an historical agreement,” Ela­ 
zar told newsmen after signing 
the accord, “li both sides will 
honor the agreement in spirit 
and to the letter then I believe 
it will represent a change in 
this area.” 
Elazar said five consecutive 
days of talks would begin 
Sunday at Kilometer 101 to 
work out details of implement­ 
ing the agreement and that 
actual sepa ration of forces 
would begin four days after 
that, Jan. 28. He said the forces 
of 
both 
sides 
w'ould 
be 
withdrawn “within. 40 days 
after that.” 
The agreement will lead to 
resumption 
of 
the 
Geneva 
peace conference to seek a, 
political settlement that Presi­ 
dent Nixon expressed hope 
would lead to a permanent 
peace in the Middle East.” 
Syria boycotted the start of the 
Geneva conference but might 
attend if the troop withdrawal 
problem is solved. 
“This is a great, day and a 
day we all hope will be the 
beginning of peace in the 
Middle East,” Israeli Prime 
Minister Golda Meir said in 
Jerusalem. On the front lines 
where one Israeli and one 
Egyptian soldier were killed in 
fighting Thursday Israeli sol­ 
diers fired rifles, fireworks and 
flares and shouted with joy at 
the thought of returning home. 
Kissinger’s Air Force Boeing 
707, which has been shuttling 
between Aswan and Tel Aviv 
all week, flew in to Aswan for 
the fourth time at 12:30 p.m. 
(6:30 a.m. EDT) to begin the 
last phase of what for him has 
been a personal diplomatic 
triumph. 
Official Egyptian sources said 
Sadat telephoned Syrian Presi­ 
dent Hafez Assad Thursday 
night to explain the agreement 
with Israel and that Assad 
authorized Sadat to open talks 
with Kissinger on a Syrian- 
Israeli disengagement on the 
Golan Heights front 
The sudden Syria interest in 
disengagement talks appeared 
to stem from fears that Israel 
could concentrate its might 
against Syria once it was free 
on the Suez Canal front. On 
Wednesday, when the Egyptian- 
Israeli 
agreement 
appeared 
near, Syrian Vice Premier and 
Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam warned in a Beirut 
newspaper interview against a 
separate 
Egyptian - Israeli 
agreement.

“He still has 
to buy the same ticket, use the 
same amount of fuel to get to 
and from the race, and he gets 
to see less racing.” 
Speedway Man Agrees 
A1 Bloemker, Indianapolis Mo­ 
tor Speedway publicity director, 
agreed. “ I think we can make 
adjustments without shortening 
the race,” he remarked 
Although the Speedway fre­ 
quently has its nearly 400 entry 
blanks in the mail by this time 
for the annual Memorial Day 
"500,” BI.oem.ker said IMS offi­ 
cials decided to wait until after 
the USAC meeting before send­ 
ing them out 
“ If we save energy, if we cur­ 
tail the program, it will proba­ 
bly be done on practice days,” 
lie said, although no decisions 
iiave been m ade 
“ We have 
talked about a lot of things, but 
we aro just not ready to make 
an announcement " 
Improvements at the famed 
24-miie oval are nearly com­ 
plete. said Bloemker. They in 
elude raising the retaining wall 
along the front straight, expand­ 
ing the pit area and increasing 
the safety apron out of the final 
turn from which the drivers 
dart into the pits. 
Started Two Day* Late 
Impetus for the changes came 
in part from the tragedy-marr­ 
ed race last May. Rain plagued 
the traditional month-long prac­ 
tice session and the 500-mile 
classic was run more than 48 
hours late. 
Two drivers. Art Pollard and 
Swede Savage, died of injuries 
from practice and race-day

King said

“The general feeling at this 
time is to sit tight, and see if 
there is a need to change to 
Saturday. After some experienc­ 
es with the start of the season 
we will be in a better position 
to know what might have to be 
done," King added 
Rules To Save Fuel 
The federal government has 
asked all sports to cut energy 
consum ption by 25 per cent. 
New- rules for the 1974 season 
will significantly contribute to 
that goal, he said 
Maximum fuel permitted for 
a 500-mile race this season will 
be 280 gallons instead of 350, 
and practice periods can be cur­ 
tailed. “ Practice periods usually 
use more fuel by far than the 
races them selves,” King said. 
The USAC champion car trail 
also has been cut from 13 races 
to 11, and King admits some 
that have poor attendance may 
be eliminated if required to sat­ 
isfy the government's guidelines 
Part of the problem faced by 
auto racing, is image. King re­ 
cogn izes—the 
idea 
of 
cars 
racing around a track while 
motorists cannot get gasoline. 
However. King said, “ Auto 
racing does provide a very ne­ 
cessary entertainment to a lot 
of 'people over the year and it 
uses far less fuel than other 
sports. Even rodeos use more 
because people travel a lot far­ 
ther to get to them and there 
are a lot more ot them.” 
Rumors Are Unfounded 
Many race cars do not. use 
gasoline, but rather exotic blends 
such as methanol. Rumors cir­ 
culated through the racing fra­ 
ternity last month the fuel was 
scarce, but King said they 
proved unfounded. 
F ans present the g reatest 
problem s to USAC. “ In the 
areas that wre have races, peo­ 
ple are going to have to travel 
to get to them,, and whether or 
not they can get to and from 
them on a tankful of gas i par­ 
ticularly if they are run on Sun­ 
days),” King explained. 
'Those races like the Indianap­ 
olis race, which attract fans 
from a number of states, may 
have greater problem s than 
those located attracting m ost 
fans from a compact area. 
“It’s really too soon to tell,” 
King added. “ Next weekend is 
the Motor Trend 500 in River­ 
side, Calif., and we are all going 
to learn from that what’s going 
to happen.”

The tirst seed catalogue arrived last week, amid 
ice and snow. But when grounded because of 
weather, a seed catalogue is attractive reading It 
looks ahead to spring and the time of planting.

Yard long snap beans, 
stuffing tomatoes that mature in 78 days and have 
hollow centers for filling with cottage cheese or 
chicken salad or space for baking filled with rice 
and hamburger. There were jumbo sweet peppers, 
vegetable oysters (salsify) giant pie huckleberries, 
and “burpless” cucumbers that mature in 65 days. 
In the section on fruit trees, there is a Man­ 
churian apricot tree that survives 100 degree heat 
and below zero cold in winter. One tree is illustrated 
in color This tree lost its popularity in Rushvilie 
many, many years ago. It is a pawpaw tree. . . 
which is advertised as “unique.” The tree is 
nicknamed the Michigan banana, where “the 
pawpaw ¡s so prominent in Michigan that even a 
city was named for it ” A disease resistant chestnut 
trt e is available. There are many varieties of dwarf 
fruit trees, including a peach, a bush cherry tree, 
and a dwarf pear tree. 
The section on flowers is most fascinating. There 
is now a tree rose that produces three colors of 
n cs on the same bush. Winter blooming Christ-

The catalogue is a real challenge. So you can’t 
miss gardening, there are many ways to control 
insects and ways to test your soil before planting. 
This nurseryman advises you to let nature help you 
build top soil “Use earthworms for this purpose 
and not onh will they let rain nenetrate the soil 
faster hut will increase fertility.”

The H00SIER DAY

It requires more than just 
sitting in a meeting and casting 
an occasional, vote to do the 
job of a legislator. 
Most of the hard work is done 
behind the scenes, seldom seen 
and never recognized by the 
public. It has been estimated 
that a stack of papers more 
than six feet high passes over 
the desk, of every legislator 
during a session, which must 
be read and digested. 
I talked to Steve Collins about 
the work. He is a “freshman,” 
having been elected from Porter 
County to serve in the last 
session. He said: “I read every 
bill in detail, and find you are 
lost if you don’t. When I went 
home over the last weekend, I 
had 
five 
issues 
of three 
hometown newspapers to read ” 
Collins attempts to read at 
least nine newspapers every 
day, saying: “You newsmen do 
a good job of digging into and 
presenting the intent and effect 
of bills.” When a mistake was 
made in one of my columns, 
he sent a copy to me from the 
Washington Times-Heraid, far 
removed from his district. He 
believes a legislator should be 
aware of interest of citizens in 
all parts of the state. 
He earned a doctorate in 
business 
from 
Northwestern 
University, and worked for 
Inland Steel, 
advancing to 
Senior Safety Engineer. When 
Midwest Steel opened a new 
plant in 1960, he w'ent to wTork 
as Director of Safety. Given 
additional duties in Community 
Affairs, he started specializing 
in that area. 
Education and job training 
shows in. the details he gives 
to 
record 
keeping'. 
Collins 
maintains a separate sheet for 
each bill introduced, makes 
voluminous notes on the sheet, 
adds comments received by 
phone calls or letters, as well 
as articles on the bill. Bills are 
kept in special folders according 
to 
com mi tt e e 
ass ign m e n ts... 
When called upon to testify, he 
carries the folder of all bills 
before the committee. 
Collins maintains a cross 
reference on all roll call votes, 
of which there were more than 
600 last session. He claims it 
took more than four hours of 
work, alter last session to make 
sense out of the reprint from, 
the Legislative Journal. He 
maintains a record by subject, 
date, and addressee of all let­ 
ters sent, along with the number 
of copies. Since October, he has 
mailed more than 7,750 in­ 
cluding a regular newsletter to 
constituents. 
One of his chief interests is 
in revision of the Indiana 
probate code. A legislative 
study committee appointed to 
study the problems has only 
held one meeting, and he feels 
it is a delaying tactic. There 
is a Uniform Probate Code 
which 
a 
few' states have 
adopted, which, would affect 
many Indiana, statutes, and he 
plans to introduce it if re­ 
elected for next session 
Collins said: “How to Avoid 
Probate,” sells more than 50,000 
copies in paperback each year. 
The will of the people appears 
to be wanting to stay out of 
court, and avoid hiring of 
lawyers, and. the law should, 
reflect the will of the people.” 
In his first session, he joined 
in authorship of the new law 
to permit right turns on a red 
light unless prohibited by signs. 
In an attempt to kill the 
proposal, effective date was 
changed to next July. Illinois 
copied the law and made it 
effective the first of this year. 
A bill has been introduced to 
repeal the Indiana law. 


Many said it would be too 
costly, requiring many signs. 
Others said it would not 'be: safe. 
Illinois has experienced good 
results with the law, and it 
should be less expensive than 
the present trend to post signs 
permitting such turns. As a 
professional safety engineer, 
Collins does not forsee any 
dangers, with the pedestrian 
still, having 'the .right of way 
under the law. Similar laws 
have been in force in some 
states for more than 40 years 
with no bad experiences. 
Another bill he introduced 
during the last session has been 
modified this time, and he 
admits has little chance of 
passage. He considers it an 
educational campaign., and. will 
be back with the same proposal. 
When he owned property in 
Illinois, his tax bill indicated 
how his tax dollars were spent. 
He believes it should be the 
case in Indiana, and still 
remembers an entry of .0011 for 
mosquito abatement. Marion 
County has 'the property tax 
bills computerized, and does 
provide such a breakdown Until 
other counties are able to follow 
the example, Collins would 
require insertion of a newspaper 
chart showing local breakdown 
of the tax dollar. 
It is in.volved with a “tax­ 
payer’s right to know” how his 
tax dollars are being spent.

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WASHINGTON (UPI)— China 
has emerged as the largest 
single foreign buyer of Ameri­ 
can wheat in the current 1973-74 
season, Agrieulture Department 
statistics indicated today. 
Government review of the 
booming wheat export trade 
which has produced a potential­ 
ly severe temporary pinch on 
domestic supplies also shows 
however, that the overall gain 
in foreign wheat sales so far in 
the season is spread to prac­ 
tically all corners of 'the world. 
A new summary covering the 
first five months of the mar­ 
keting season which began last 
July 1 shows exports for the 
period reached nearly 643 mil­ 
lion bushels compared with 
about 392 million a year 
earlier. 
Chinese purchases showed a 
particularly sharp leap, but 
there were also major increases 
for the Middle East, North Af­ 
rica, Italy, India, Brazil, Argen­ 
tina, Colombia, Poland, Chile, 
Indonesia, South Korea and 
Taiwan. 
Shipments to the Soviet Union 
were also above a. year earlier, 
but this was mainly because 
1973-74 statistics include some 
wheat which had been sched­ 
uled to move in 1972-73 but 
which was delayed by shipping 
difficulties. 
Agriculture Department trade 
experts said they now estimate 
that China will import about 150 
million bushels of American 
wheat in 1973-74, c o m p a r e d 
with about 125 million bushels 
for Japan and 121 million bush­ 
els for the Soviet Union. For 
the first five months of the 
season, Chinese s h i p m e n t s 
amounted to near 89 million 
bushels valued at $249 million— 
a sharp contrast to the same 
perio da year earlier when Chi­ 
nese imports of all U.S. farm 
products were valued at only 
$43 million. 


State’s Final 
Crop Summary 
For ’73 Given 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Agriculture Department said in 
a final .1.973 crop summary Wed­ 
nesday that Indiana produced 
534.480.000 bushels of corn and 
135.135.000 bushels‘of soybeans. 
The 102 bushels per acre Ho­ 
sier corn yield ranked the state 
in a tie with Colorado for third 
place among the states, behind 
Iowa and Illinois. The corn pro­ 
duction was fourth behind Iowa, 
Illinois and Nebraska, just as it 
was in 1972 when Indiana pro­ 
duced 507,936,000 bushels. 
The 26.5 million increase in 
production in Indiana from 1972 
to 1973 was the greatest of any 
state. 
As for soybeans, Indiana rank­ 
ed in a tie for second in yield 
per acre of 31.5 bushels, t h e 
same as Illinois had. Iowa’s 34 
bushels was best. From a stand­ 
point of total production, Indi­ 
ana was third behind Illinois 
and Iowa. A year earlier, Indi­ 
ana was fourth but last year 
slipped ahead of Missouri, the 
state that was third, in. 1972. 
'The department trimmed its 
nationwide estimate of the total 
1973 corn production slightly an 
put the harvest at 5,643,256,000 
bushels. 
The change from November 
forecasts left the crop one per 
cent above revised estimates 
for 1972 and kept it classed as 
the biggest in, history, narrowly 
above the peak of 5.641,112,000 
bushels harvested in 1971. The 
November estimate of 1973 pro­ 
duction had been 5,678,141,000 
bushels.

Nevada 
town

Back in December, he told 
his subscribers he thought the 
gasoline shortage was “ an out 
and 
out 
hoax” 
contrived 
to 
raise the price for producers. 
Now, he looks with satisfaction 
at 
the 
growing 
number 
of 
commentators and editors who 
suspect the same thing. 
He said at least one local 
distributor has had to pay rent 
on 
a 
23,000-gallon 
tank 
car 
because he didn’t have enough 
storage for his regular allot­ 
ment. 
It Would be Something 
“ Wouldn’t it be something if 
the 
oil 
companies 
got 
their 
much desired 
dollar-a-gallon 
gasoline, 
and then ended 
up 
with such a glut of it the price 
had to be chopped back to 40 
cents,” he said. 
Sunderland's Dec. 19 column 
indicated 
sympathy 
for 
the 
truck drivers who at the time 
were demonstrating over fuel 
prices 
and 
speed 
limits. 
He 
suggested his readers join them 
in a “ citizen’s rebellion.” 
“ We'd — everyone — simply 
take a one-week vacation—all 
at the same tim e,” he wrote. 
During 
that 
time, 
retail 
establishments would be closed, 
no goods would be produced, no 
mail 
would 
be 
opened 
or 


answered. There would be no 
telephone 
calls, 
no 
driving 
except 
for 
emergencies, 
and 
trucks, trains and buses would 
be halted. There would be no 
newspapers or magazines publi­ 
shed, 
no 
television 
or 
radio 
broadcasts. 
“ At the end of the vacation, 
go back to work, but not before 
you write, wire or call every 
one of your hired 
hands 
in 
Washington you can reach,’ he 
said. 
Message Brief and Direct 
“ The message would be brief 
and 
direct: 
‘Knock 
off 
the 
funny stuff. Either move, move 
over or 
move 
out, or we'll 
move you out.” ’ 
Even if 25 per cent of 'the 
people 
went 
along 
with 
the 
“ vacation,” it would attract the 
attention of the feds, he said. If 
it didn't, the people could take 
anulhe** vacation, “ this time for 
two weeks.” 
Sundleriand asked his subscri­ 
bers to 
send 
copies 
of 
his 
column 
to 
friends 
in 
other 
states. 
He 
made 
about 
200 
reprints 
available 
and 
they 
went quickly. 
Since then, he 
has 
been needling 
the 
oil 
companies and the government 
about the situation. 
“ I’ve been selling a lot of 
papers the last few weeks,” he 
said. 
“ We’re just one little drop in 
a great ocean of population, so 
it’s 
tough to 
tell 
what the 
reaction might be to the idea,” 
he said.

folks have been 
sending in subscription renew­

Michigan State University 
Offers Course ‘After Watergate’

(UP1) — A new investigation of 
Watergate has been launched— 
this one on the academic level. 
A course at Michigan State 
University this term , 
entitled 
“ After W atergate, 
W hat?” 
is 
examining the impact of the 
W atergate 
scandal 
on 
the 
American government and peo­ 
ple. 
Harold 
Johnson, 
a 
political 
science professor, said he is 
offering the course because he 
does 
not 
want 
W atergate to 
further alienate young people 
from their own government. 
“ I’m 
interested 
that 
the 
student body not be disenchant­ 
ed with the political process as 
a 
result of W atergate,” said 
Johnson, 44, a Democrat who 
says he is no fan of President 
Nixon. 
Revival of Interest 
Johnson 
said 
the 
course 
would be “ a 
defense of the 
system and a re examination of 
the way in which the system 
corrects itself.” 
He said the assortm ent of 
scandals that have come to be 
known collectively as “ W ater­ 
gate” may mark a revival of 
interest in government among 
some students. 
“ I think it’s raised questions 
for students. Students had been 
rather 
apathetic 
with 
the 
political 
process 
and 
had 
retreated from it,” said John­ 
son. 
“ W atergate 
has 
alerted 
them 
that 
there 
are 
some 
issues they should be paying 
attention to.” 


Some 50 students are enrolled 
in the course. The students split 
up in research team s and later 
present 
a 
program 
to

With 
the present day fuel 
shortage, many Americans are 
taking 
a 
new 
look 
at 
old 
methods of mass transportation, 
such as the railroad. The first 
railroad in Indiana which used 
steam locomotives was the 86 
mile 
long 
Madison 
and 
In­ 
dianapolis line commonly called 
the M&T. The construction of 
this road began on September 
16, 1836 with money raised from 
bonds issued by the State under 
the Internal Improvement Act 
which called for the building of 
railroads and canals to help the 
farmers get their products to 
better markets. 
After having spent $1,493,013 
to build about twenty miles of 
track, the state was practically 
h a n k r u p t 
because 
of 
a 
depression and the road was 
turned over to private investors 
for completion. 
As 
all 
new ideas 
do, 
the 
railroad 
met with opposition. 
The forerunners of our present 
day environmentalists protested 
that the noise of the engines 
would 
frighten 
away 
the 
wildlife, prevent the hens from 
laying and the cows from giving 
milk. 
Horses would run away 
and vegetation by the tracks 
would be killed by the smoke 
and gasses. 
In those days there was no 
equipment 
for 
heavy 
con­ 
struction and most of the work 
was done by Irish im m igrants 
using 
picks, 
shovels 
and 
wheelbarrows. 
On 
Saturday 
nights the men from the clans 
of Cork 
and 
Fardown 
would 
gather in the nearest town to 
relax by dancing jigs, drinking 
whiskey and fighting. More than 
one man was killed in these 
friendly brawls. It was said that 
the railroads cost a m urder per 
mile. 
One 
such 
killing 
took 
place in the town of Vernon and 
a bridge there is said to still 
be haunted by the ghost of the 
victim. 
The first and most formidable 
task faced by the builders was 
to cut an incline 7,012 feet long 
through solid stone up a steep 
grade that had a rise of one 
foot for every seventeen feet of 
track 
Even today this is one 
of the steepest railroad grades 
in the 
world. 
Stone quarried 
from “ the cut” was used to 
build bridges for the road and 
to 
construct 
St. 
Michael’s 
Church in Madison. 
The first cars were hauled up 
the grade by team s of eight 
or ten horses and lowered by 
cable. The first locomotive was 
put into use on April 1, 1839. 
It was borrowed from a com­ 
pany in Kentucky for the one 
ordered from Philadelphia for 
use on the road had been lost 
at sea as it was being shipped 
by the roundabout route of down 
the Atlantic coast and up the 
Mississippi and Ohio Rivers. 
Later special engines with a 
cogwheel that ran on a third 
track were used. The cogwheel 
could 
be 
raised 
when 
not 
needed. 
In 
1868 the 
RUBEN 
WELLS 
was 
constructed 
in 
Jefersonvile 
for 
use 
on 
this 
incline and it did not require 
the cogwheel to get it up the 
hill. 
This 
engine 
has 
been 
preserved for us and can be 
seen at the Children’s Museum 
in Indianapolis. 
It was October 1, 1847 before 
the tracks of the MAI finally 


reached Indianapolis. The last 
spike was driven with great 
ceremony. Speeches were made 
by the Mayor of Indianapolis, 
Governor Whitcomb and other 
dignitaries. 
B a n d s 
played, 
cannon boomed, and the circus 
came to town to help the people 
celebrate. 
Henry 
Ward 
Beecher, 
who 
took the first train out of the 
city, left us this description of 
his journey: 
On a wood car 
rigged across with boards from 
side to side, went I forth. The 
car was no car at al, a mere 
extem pore 
wood 
box 
used 
sometimes 
without 
seats 
for 
hogs, but with seats for men, 
of which I happen to be one. 
And 
so at eleven o’clock at 
night, I arrived at Madison, not 
overproud of riding 
the first 
train that ever wont from In­ 
dianapolis to Madison. 
By 1852 the Madison Courier 
reported things much improved: 
Each passenger car will seat 
60 people and has a saloon. The 
seats are mahogany and zebra 
wood 
covered 
with 
figured 
plush. That portion of the floor 
used as a passageway between 
seats is beautifully finished with 
strips of yellow pine and black 
walnut 1 
inches wide. Mirrors 
are provided at each end of the 
car. 
Once the M&I had proven the 
idea was practical other roads 
w'ere quickly started. By 1850 
there were 21 of them operating 
in the state. The Rushville to 
Shelbyville and the Knight.stown 
to Shelbyville roads opened that 
year. Eight of these railroads 
passed through Indianapolis and 
the interchange of passengers 
and freight was such a problem 
that union trucks were laid to 
connect them. 
I n 1853 Union 
Station was constructed for use 
of 
all 
the 
roads. 
It 
was 
estim ated that 4,000 passengers 
changed trains there daily. 
Today there are over 12,000 
miles of railroads in Indiana but 
few passenger trains and many 
Hoosiers have never ridden on 
one. If the fuel shorgage con 
tinues, 
perhaps 
we 
may yet 
have the opportunity to do so.

When the ciders demand an 
explanation, Mozus, or Mozis, 
reports that the missing com­ 
munications never existed and 
that the obliterated portion was 
accidentally ehistled off by a 
stonecutter named Rosh Mari.

But 
the scroll indicate the tribe is 
beset by a scarcity of olive oil 
for their lamps.

passages 
which we have been studying 
during the past several weeks. 
The message is love. It was 
love which 
characterized the 
b&ginning of Christ’s ministry, 
as John indicates in his por­ 
tentous 
statement: 
“God 
so 
loved the world that he gave his 
o n l y - b e g o t t e n son, that

whosoever 
believes 
in 
him. 
should 
not 
perish 
but 
have 
eternal 
life.” 
(John 
3:16). 
Christ’s washing the feet of his 
disciples appropriately prepares 
for the end of his ministry by 
an act of love. 
To appreciate the significance 
of this act we should try to 
reconstruct the circumstances 
under which it took place. The 
gospels suggest that in the days 
or weeks previous to the Last 
Supper there had been some 
unseemly bickering among the 
disciples as to their order of 
precedence 
in 
the 
world to 
come. Also, Judas Iscariat had 
been secretly approached by the 
authorities and by the time of 
the Last Supper had apparently 
decided to betray Jesus. The 
question now was to find a time 
and a place for the act which 
would cause the least public 
commotion. 
Ad Act Of liove 
So we may imagine that the 
disciples 
were 
in 
a 
rather 
grumpy mood as they entered 
the upper room for what only 
Jesus knew would be the Last 
Supper. In the Near East at 
this time it was customary for 
servants to wash 'the feet of 
guests at dinner, for the streets 


and 
roads 
were 
dusty 
and 
everyone wore open sandals. 
Perhaps on this occasion there 
was no servant in the upper 
room; perhaps it had been the 
disciples’ custom to wash each 
other’s feet. In any event, it 
appeared that the usual custom 
was not goiiv? to be observed 
until Jesus “ rose from supper, 
laid aside his garments, and 
girded himself with a towel ” 
He then began to wash his 
disciples’ feet. 
We may imagine that the 
reaction of the disciples was one 
of stunned disbelief. The son 
of 
God 
wras 
performing the 
menial task of a servant for 
his followers! After the washing 
was finished, Jesus said, “You 
call me Teacher and Lord; and 
you are right, for so I am. If 
I 
then, 
your 
Lord 
and 
Teacher,have washed your feet, 
you also ought to wash one 
another’s feet.” And later he 
repeated the admonition with 
more 
emphasis: 
“A 
new 
'Commandment I give to you, 
that you love one another, even 
as I have loved you,. . . By 
this all men will know that you 
are my disciples. , 


Love As The Highest Virtue 


It is rather surprising that 
love, the highest virtue of all 
and the d i s t i n g u i s h i n g 
characteristic 
of 
Christianity 
which sets it apart from all 
other religions, has such limited 
application today. To be sure, 
the word is used often enough, 
but almost always in the con­ 
t e x t 
of 
a 
man-woman 
r e l a t i o n s h i p or a family 
relationship. 
Yet 
certainly 
it 
should have broader application 
than this If Christians are going 
to follow the model of their 
master. Love can be defined as 
living for another the opposite 
of living for self. As usually 
presented, love is an emotion, 
but Christ’s 
example 
in the 
supper room shows that it must 
be much more than that. It is 
to 
use 
one’s 
life 
so 
that 
another’s life wiH be fulfiEed. 
When love is considered as no 
more than an emotion—as the 
media so often suggest to us 
that it is—then it can be merely 
self-serving. 
The 
individual 


behaves in such a way that he 
will arouse 
love in another 
person, and thus engenders a 
happy feeling within himself. 
Meanings Of Love 
The phrase, “I am in love,” 
often symbolizes this kind of 
love. Christ’s love did not ex­ 
clude this emotion, of course, 
and actually we all need more 
of it. But at the same time 
he made it plain in the upper 
room that the essence of real 
love is action for the benefit 
of another. While love is the 
emotional 
sense 
can 
be 
stimulating and gratifying, love 
in the sense of “I love” rather 
than “I am in love” can be 
ennobling and Christ-like. But 
this former type of love is 
difficult 
and 
often 
not 
per- 
s o n a 11 y rewarding—another 
reason why it is Christ-like.
